“INQUEST ” HELD ON CORONERS 


New York~ City ‘Officials Oppose the 
Elsberg Bill to Abolish Their 
Offices. 


ALBANY, Feb. 24.—Senator Hlsberg play- 
fully called it an “inquest” upon the 
office of Coroner in New York City when 
a hearing was given to-day by the Senate 
Cities Committee on his bill to abolish the 
office ef Coroner in New York City and sub- 
stitute that of Medical Examiner.

NOT A BLOW AT THE ‘ravers. 

It is due, we think, to an inattentive 
reading of the @ecision of the Aupreme 
Court in the lottery cases that attempts 
have been made to extend its scope no 
merely beyond the intent of ‘the: court, 
but beyond the mits expressly defined 
by the court itself in clear and well-con- 
sidered language as the boundaries of 
its opinion. The Supreme Court has not 
decided that Congress may exclude from 
inter-State commerce articles in.. them 
selves innocent,. -It has not given its 
Sanction to the theory set. forth in 
Knox's. Pittsburg 
speech, that Congress might put trust- 
made products under the ban.and forbid 
their transportation from one State to 
another. It has not ruled that the pro- 
hibitory power of extends abso- 
lutely to all forms of commerce. It has 
simply and solely decided that lottery 
tickets are articles of ecommerce, and 
that a law of Congress forbidding ‘inter- 
State traffic im them “is fotwuneonstitu- 
tional. Attempts to broaden thé scope 
of the dedision, to reg@-inté it What is 
not there, What the court expressly says 
is not there, can have no other effect 
than to mislead pubué opinion.

general police power would be to hold 
that it may a@cecomplish objects not 
intrusted to the general Governnmient, 
and to defeat the operation of the Tenth 
Amenhdmént.” We find nothing In the 
majority opinion inconsistent with that 
View. 

It is an occasion f6r public congratu- 
lation that the Supremé@ Court fn this 
decision has dealt another blow to. the 
lottery evil, The States have forbidden 
lotteries to 46 business, but they still 
éxist and still do business. This final 
adjudication, by affirming the constitu- 
tionality of paine and penalties imposed 
upon those Who assist thém to do busi- 
hess, Will make ft more difficult for them 
to do it. Those who have read the brief of 
Assistant Attorney General JAMES M, 
Beck Will observe that his view of the 
law has been ststainéd by the court'to a 
aegree Which makes its decision a bril- 
liant personal triumph for him.
